“Unit System” Bill Revealed 


tyobate Judge James Sawyer 
released on Tuesday morning 
copies of a bill to change Cof- 
fee County road maintenance 
to the unit system. The bill 
will be introduced into the state 
legislature. It calls for the 
people of the county to vote 
yes or no on the matter. Mr.

The introduction to the bill 
reads as follows: 
“Relating to Coffee County; pro- 
viding for the construction, 
maintenance and repair of pu- 
blic roads, highways, bridges 
and ferries under the county

to employ and regulate the com- 
pensation of a county engineer; 
providing for the manner of 
Selecting said engineer; pres- 
cribing his qualifications and 
requiring. bond; defining his 
authority, powers and duties 
and those of the county goy- 
erning body in relation to the 
roads, bridges and ferries of 
Coffee County; and providing 
for a referendum. 

The bill must pass both hou- 
ses of the legislature before 
the people vote and then the 
Probate Judge has to call the 
election. “not less than thirty 
days, nor more than sixty days 
after this act is approved by 
the Governor or otherwise be- 
comes law.” 


ine proposed law assigns 
the County Commission the au- 
thority to hire and fire the 
engineer heading the road main- 
tenance unit. It also gives the 
Commission the authority to 
“the various sacales of wages 
. to be paid for labor.” 
(for the road crews). 

Section 8 of the Bill gives 
the county engineer the res- 
ponsibility for all road machin- 
ery and equipment, tools, sup- 
plies and repair parts, owned 
by Coffee County and makes 
him accountable to the Coffee 
County Commission for the 
same at all times. 

In Section 9 of the bill, “it 
Shall be the duty of said com- 
mission at some meeting in 


Collector Urges 


Payment Of Taxes 


Final notices will be mailed 
about the first of March to pro- 
perty owners in Coffee County 
who have not paid their 1972 
real estate and personal prop- 
erty taxes, according to Cof- 
fee County Tax Collector, Max- 
well Reeves. : 

“Why do I have to pay per- 
sonal property tax?” you might 
ask. To this question Mr. Re- 
eves answers - with another 
question: “Why shouldn’t you 
pay this tax?” He explains this 
way: 

“The property tax collected 
in the county is broken down 
and distributed between the dif- 
ferent agencies inthe county and 
used in a way that all the people 
venefit in one way or another.” 

“How is this money distri- 

buted?” Mr. Reeves: 
' “The state receives 6-1/2 
mills and the county 11-1/2, 
totaling 18 mills. The county 
money goes inthe General Fund, 
Road and Bridge fund and a 
county-wide school fund. Three 
districts (District I, District 
48 and District E) get their 
share of the money and use it 
in the different school systems. 
Enterprise, Elba, New Brock- 
ton and Kinston get their part 
of the tax collected. The mon- 
ey is used in their respective 
cities for schools, streets, hos- 
pitals, etc.)” 

“What happens when prop- 
erty taxes are not paid?” Says 
Mr. Reeves: “Property on which 
tax has not been paid has to 
be processed and sold in order 
to get the tax. This is pro- 
vided for by law. This pro- 
perty will be processed for 
sale about a week earlier this 
year than last year, giving us 
more time after the sale to 
make the final report to the

“What is the procedure for 
selling property on which taxes 
have not been paid?” Mr. Re- 
eves gives the following sche- 
dule: 

“Tentative dates for pro- 
cessing property to be sold at 
auction are as follows: 

1, Place on Docket book and 
mail out certified mail to pro- 
perty owners on April 13, 1973. 


2. Wait 10 days for collections. : 


3. (a) Advertise property to be 
sold in the Daily Ledger, Ap- 
ril 24th, May 1st and May 8th. 
(b) Advertise property to be 
sold in the Elba Clipper April 
26th , May 3rd and May 10th. 
4. Wait 30. days from date of 
first advertisement. as 

5. (a) Sale date in Enterprise - 
May 24th, 1973 (b) Sale date 
in Elba - May 28, 1973.” 

Mr. Reeves adds this note: 
“We sincerely hope that pro- 
perty owners who have not paid 
their 1972 property tax (tax 
due October 1, 1972)will come 
in and take care of this mat- 
ter at once. This could save 
you an added expense and pos- 
sibly the sale of your property.”

PLEA OF GUILTY 
ACCEPTED IN RIFLE 
SHOOTING OF FOLLIS 


A plea of guilty to second 
degree murder was entered last 
Thursday in the fatal shooting 
of radio station co-owner Jimmy 
Follis. Clarence Dale Lutrell, 
originally charged with first 
degree murder in the January 
9th rifle slaying, was senten- 
ced to 60 years in prison by 
Circuit Judge Eris Paul. 

Luttrell was a Ft. Rucker 
soldier, who worked atthe radio 
Station part-time (Saturday af- 
ternoon), Immediately after the 
shooting he went to a nearby 
two-way radio and called law 
officers and told them what 
he had just done. Later he 
entered a plea of innocent by 
reason of insanity, through his 
attorney, Terry Butts, of Elba 

Last Thursday morning a 
hearing on a change of venue 
was scheduled and witnesses 
had been summoned and were 
in'the courtroom when the plea 
was changed at the last minute. 
The change of venue was nat- 
urally withdrawn at that time. 

The heaviest sentence he 
could have received in first 
degree murder was life'‘and he 
still would have come before 
a parole review board after 
10 years - as he will under 
the present sentence. This 
possibility increases his chance 
of parole sooner and from the 
viewpoint of the courts it can- 
cels any chances of appeal on 
grounds of some error in the 
trial, thus costing the state 
additional money.

Like crime and war and ‘sl- 
aughter on the highways, heart 
and blood vessel diseases are 
formidiable killers. 

The statistics tell the story, 
over 27 million have some form 
of cardiovascular disease. Ab- 
out 900,000 will die this year 
from Heart attack, stroke and 
the complications of hyperten- 
sion. 

Heart attack occurs so com- 
monly, even in younger adults 
(165,000 under 60 in 1971) that 
many of us are fatalistic, ac- 
cepting the likelihood of death 
as an unalterable fact of life. 
When we hear of a friend’s 
death from heart disease, we too 
often say with resignation, “Too 
bad, but there was nothing to 
be done.” 

This is nottrue. Something -- 
many things -- can be done. 
More than half (350,000) of the 
people who died of heart attack 
last year never even got to the 
hospital. In mot cases, the 
victim -- and his friends and 
relatives -- failed to recognize 
or act promptly when the warn- 
ing signs of heart attack ap- 
peared The Alabama Heart 
Association urges: “When you 
experience one or more ofthese 
signs, call your doctor anddes- 
cribe these symtoms in detail. 
If he’s not immediately avail- 
able, get to the hospital emer- 
gency room at once.” 

You should read and remem- 
ber these eariy warning signs: 
Heart Attack - Prolonged, heavy 
pressure or squeezing pain in 
the center of the chest, behind 
the breastbone, pain may spread 
to the shoulder. arm, neck or 
jaw: pain or discomfort is often 
accompanied by sweating: pain 
may gO away, then return:nau- 
sea, vomiting and shortness of

controls the uptake of serum 
nutrients. 

In other words, although can- 

cer cells are of many different 
types, and although there are 
many suspected “causes” of 
cancer, the unifying character- 
istic of all cancers could be 
that the cell membranes have 
been altered in some way that 
affects nutrient uptake. 

This new theory does not 
provide any immediate appr- 
oach to a cure for cancer, nor 
to an understanding of what 
causes cancer. The theory

THE PASTORS CORNER 

In the Sermon on the Mount 
our Lord offers each of us 
some excellent advice. Hesays 
there, “Be not anxious .. .”, 
Don’t worry about what you will 
eat or drink or wear. Don't 
be concerned for your life! 
Offering advise like this to a 
modern man or woman seems 
ridiculous, doesn’t it? Themo- 
dern man asks, “IfI don’t Warry | 
about how I’m going to Vive, 
who will? God helps those who 
help themselves.” 

But it really isn’t advice, 
It is tested truth. The basic 
idea here is, “Do not be dis- 
tracted by cares; do not become 
a Slave to a thousand worries 


that will destroy your hap- 
piness.” What good does it 
do a man to make a million 


dollars if in the making of it 
he becomes such a nervous 
wreck that he cannot enjoy it. 

There are four reasons that 
1 would like to mention as to 
why we shouldn't become over- 
anxious about these things. Fi- 
rst, men make mistakes, when 
they get to thinking about the 
Invariably they 
put the emphasis on the wrong 
things. Worrying about mater- 
ial things will not add anything 
to your life. It, however will 
detract from the whole ettgfoy - 
ment of it. We do not add 
one inch -- by worrying. Se- 
cond, God gave us life and ha- 
ving done that, we can trust 
Him to provide for life’s tem- 
poral care. All you have to 
do is to look around and you 
see evidence of that. Look at 
the birds. Look at the grass, 
which man uses for fuel -- is 
there any better evidence that 
God does provide for our needs. 
Third, the birds are fed, the li- 
lies of the field are clothed 
in beauty, and the grass, (to 
be burned by man tomorrow) 
also is clothed and sustained. 
If God does this for: birds, and 
flowers and grass; then how 
much more is He interested 
in His Greatest creation -- man. 
Fourth, worry about food and 
garments is pagan, not Christ- 
ian. Jesus says, “the gentiles 
seek those things”, They are 
unduly worried about the means 
of life, and they forget its 
purpose and its ends. God knows 
what we have need of. 

And Jesus goes a little fa- 
rther in His statement .‘¢ . 
“But seek ye first His Kivig- 
dum”. “maving talked about 
our selfishness, He points us in 
the direction of real happiness.

HEAT BLISTERED PAINT ON WALLS 


PRISONERS REMOVED TO PORCH DURING FIRE 


ELBA, ALABAMA 36323 


Clifford Parker, age 32, was 
burned to death. Wednesday 
night, February 28, in the Cof- 
fee County Jail. The intense 
heat created by the burning of 
several plastic covered mat-. 
tresses and three or four bl- 
ankets left Parker with no es- 
cape from his self-imposed dea- 
th trap. He was in jail await- 
ing evaluation for possible com- 
mitment to a mental institu- 
tion. 

The fire was reported to 
the Elba Fire Department at 
10:40 p.m. by jailer W. L. 
Sanders, who related the fol- 
lowing story: 

“My wife and I turned off 
the TV shortly after ten and 
had just lain down when I heard 
him (Parker) scream “O,Lord, 
I’m going to die.” I jumped 
out of bed and when I opened 
the door from our room to 
the office the smoke hit me 
in the face. I then grabbed 
the keys and tried to open the 
metal door to the cell area. 
It took me a few seconds to 
find the right key and to get 
it to work. When I got to 
Parker's cell, flames were 
coming out the inspection win- 
dow (12-inch square eye-level 
opening in all solid jail dooney 
I then tried to open the cell 
door but the heat had expanded 
the steel and I couldn’t budge 
it. The prisoner was not mak- 
ing any sounds any more. I 
then ran back through our room 
and tried to get upstairs and 
release the other prisoners but 
turned back at the stairs be- 
cause I couldn’t breathe in the 
smoke. Sometime before this I 
had dialed the long distance 
operator and had her get the 
fire department on the line.” 

There were 14 male inmates 
in upstairs jail cells and one 
female inmate downstairs. The 
female downstairs is a trusty 
and the jail cook. Her cell 
is left unlocked and she ran 
outside as soon as Sanders op- 
ened the main door to the jail 
area. 

The upstairs inmates, who 
had managed to break out some 
window panes ‘to get limited 
relief from the smoke, were 


finally released from their cells 


by Elba policeman Max Ray- 
porn who donned a fire depart- 
ment air pack and braved the 
unknown to unlock the cells. 
Two Elba firemen, Bill Wal- 
den and L. M. Burch tried to 
assist him but were forced back 
because they had no air tanks 
-+to supply them with life-giv- 
ing oxygen. When the prison- 
ers had been released and gath- 
ered on the front porch, Elba 
firemen entered the building and 
extinguished the fire. It took 
several firemen to force open 
the cell door. Parker’s badly 
burned body had fallen against 
the door causing part of the 
problems. 

Fire Chief Charles Cox com- 
mented about the intense heat 
in the cell and said that as 
soon as they turned water into 
the fire, he heard the commode 
break from the sudden change 
in heat. The intense heat was 
evident to observers later wio 
noted the blistered paint on the 
brick walls all the way to the 
ceiling and even evidence a- 
round the corner by the jail- 
er’s desk, indicating flames had 
licked around the corner at the 
top of the office door. 

Coroner Charles Hayes who 
investigated the death, repor- 
ted that all of Parker’s mat- 
ches and cigarettes had been 
taken from him on Tuesday 
night by Elba policemen be- 
fore locking him in the jail 
on complaints by his mother, 
Mrs. Addie Bell Shipman. Ha- 
yes quoted Jailer Sanders as 
saying that Parker’s wife had 
visited him about 5:30 Wed- 
nesday afternoon “to see if he 
is any better.” Hayes said 
that probably Parker talked her 
into giving him some matches 
and cigarettes. The coroner 
concluded that he then piled 
all the mattresses on the floor 
and set them afire shortly after 
the jailer retired.
